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■ BOATING: Season over after slow start for rescue unit 

Pocomar 
set to dock

PORT COLBORNE — It 
was a slow start to the boat¬ 
ing season, with very few 
calls for Port Colborne 
Marine Auxiliary Rescue unit 
members to respond to on 
Lake Erie. 

“We didn’t expect very 
much at all when the 
season got underway,” said 
Pocomar unit commander 
Andrew Watts, adding 
the unit’s two rescue ves¬ 
sels were put in the water 
in May. “I think with the 


(rainy) spring we had, 
people didn’t go out much 
on the water.” 

Watts said June and July 
are usually busy months for 
Pocomar, a Canadian Coast 
Guard Auxiliary unit, but this 
year it was quiet. 

The high cost of gas may 
have kept many people from 
using their boats and others, 


he said, are treating their 
boats more as cottages and 
not venturing away from the 
docks at places like Marlon 
Marina and the city-owned 
Sugarloaf Harbour Marina. 

August and September did 
pick up for the all-volunteer 
unit, with more tasks.

Watts said one of the bigger 
tasks was when a Pocomar 
crew had to drop a tow-in 
and head to the report of two 
people in the water. 

It’s unusual for the crew 
to have to drop one task to 
respond to another, he said, 
but things worked out well 
for everyone involved. The 
boat dropped in mid-tow was 
brought in by The Sandman, 
a private rescue vessel 
run by a former Pocomar 
member, and the two people 
in the water were rescued 
by Pocomar and brought 
safely to shore in Haldimand 
County. 

“That was a very good day 
for my guys, in my opinion.” 

Pocomar is normally one 
of the busiest marine search 
and rescue auxiliary units 
in all of central and Arctic 
Canada. The region covers 
64% of Canada, is bounded 
by 71% of Canada’s coastline 
and encompasses about 65% 
of Canada’s marine waters 
and 67% of the country’s fresh 
waters. It covers Ontario, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
Alberta, the Northwest 
Territories, Nunavut, Yukon 
North Slope and territorial 
marine waters. 

“We had 26 taskings in 
total. That was two more 
taskings than last year ... 
more than we expected,” said 


Watts, adding one other unit 
in the region responded to 29 
calls this past season. 

Two years ago, the Pocomar 
unit responded to 32 tasks on 


Lake Erie, from the Niagara 
River to the Grand River, an 
area of roughly 570 km cov¬ 
ered by one or both of the 
unit’s rescue vessels. 


Pocomar’s larger vessel, 
the Donald R. Workman, is 
10 years old and its engines 
are in top shape as members 
have worked hard to main¬ 


tain them over the years. 

"Our crew have done 
a really good job on the 
engines and they have quite 
a few years left in them," he

said, adding the custom-built 
boat does as well. 

The Ted Cook, Pocomar's 
second vessel, is a custom- 
built jet boat which can go 
in close to shore. It can oper¬ 
ate in about 30 centimetres 
of water. 

Though it’s not so good in 
“heavy weather" or for towing 
larger boats, Watts said it’s 
“an effective little boat.” 

Both vessels are outfitted 
with the same chart plotters, 
radar, radio communica¬ 
tion and other rescue gear 
to respond to all manner of 
tasks on the lake. Manning 
the two vessels are 37 mem¬ 
bers, split into four duty 
crews that are ready to oper¬ 
ate 24/7. 

Watts said new recruits are 
always welcome to the unit, 
which operates from May 
until November.

According to a news release 
issued by Tiger Capital group 
LLC last week, Hart Stores 
Inc. was granted bankruptcy 
protection in court under 
the Companies’ Creditors 
Arrangement Act and will 
close 32 of the 92 stores it 
operates in Canada. 

The Port Colborne store is 
one of five closing in Ontario. 

Hart Store Inc. was founded 
in 1960 in Rosemere, Que., to 
provide services for under¬ 
served consumers in remote 
markets. 

“Now, as the company 
moves to restructure its 
operations by closing under- 
performing locations, Hart’s 
loyal consumers will have an 
unprecedented opportunity 
to get an even greater value

Hands-on learning for Gators

PORT COLBORNE - 
Standing on wet grass while 
cheering on the Gators foot¬ 
ball teams from the sidelines 
will soon be a thing of the 
past for Lakeshore Catholic 
students. 

In a few weeks the high 
school will have new bleach¬ 
ers on the north side of the 
football field that can accom¬ 
modate up to 400 specta¬ 
tors. The $45,000 project 
has been in the works for 


the past five to six years said 
teacher Tino Nuccitelli, who 
supervised the construction 
of the concrete foundation 
for the structure last Tuesday 
morning. 

"It’s massive. They no 
longer have to sit or stand 
along the fence. People 
watching in their cars 
couldn’t see. Now they 
have a place to sit comfort¬ 
ably," Nuccitelli said of the 
bleachers. 

The bleacher structure 
itself costs $30,000 while con¬ 


crete work for the foundation 
costs $15,000. The money 
was compiled through school 
fundraising and private 
donations. 

To cut costs Lakeshore 
used students enrolled in 
the construction special 
high skills major program. 
The group — composed of 
Lakeshore and Notre Dame 
students — was working hard 
Tuesday smoothing out the 
concrete before the bleachers 
are installed in a few weeks. 

Nuccitelli said having the 


students do the labour is a 
cost-saving measure on the 
project and acts as good 
hands-on learning experi¬ 
ence for them. 

“It’s good for them to get 
the exposure and real life 
experiences here,” he said. 
“They’ll be involved in every 
construction process." 

Nuccitelli said spectators 
will get a good view of any 
sport that takes place on the 
field, which includes foot¬ 
ball, rugby, soccer and track 
and field.

Port Colborne Marine Auxiliary Rescue unit is wrapping up 
another season of helping boaters on Lake Erie.

The unit, which covers Lake Erie from the Niagara River to 
Grand River, ended up responding to 26 calls. That number is 
not the highest number of calls ever responded to on the lake 
by the unit, but it’s still high. 

Pocomar is one of the busiest rescue units in central and 
Arctic Canada. The region covers 64% of Canada, is bounded 
by 71% of Canada’s coastline and encompasses about 65% 
of Canada's marine waters and 67% of the country's fresh 
waters. It covers Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta, 
the Northwest Territories, Nunavut, Yukon North Slope and 
territorial marine waters. 

The vast majority of the calls it responded to were for 
mechanical breakdowns, but the unit also rescued two men 
stranded in the waters off of Port Maitland when their boat 
capsized. 

To have a unit, staffed entirely by volunteers, based in Port 
Colborne is good for the community and good for boaters. 

Boaters can be assured that if they get into any trouble, 
the men and women of Pocomar wUl respond at any and all 
hours to help them out.

About ethics and morality

Can we be good without God? 
Modern ethics would answer with an 
emphatic Yes. Reason alone should 
persuade us to be good. If everyone 
murdered everyone, who would be 
left? This argument is quite rational, 
but it does not have much persuading 
power. Even so, such rational ethics 
without God is better than everyone 
doing what is right in his or her 
own eyes. And yet there is no solid 
consensus about why we should be 
ethical. 

The skeptical philosopher Agrippa, 
who flourished around 200 AD, noted 
that no one had succeeded in resolving 
conclusively the disputes current then 
after 800 years of argument. We are 
living 1,800 years after Agrippa, and 
there is still no substantial agreement 
on why we should be ethical or moral. 

For example, bio-ethics was invented 
in the 1960’s at Georgetown University 
by Catholics who intended to fill the 
vacuum left by the disappearance of 
faith from the universities, political 
structures and media. These well- 
intentioned academics thought that

she was a passenger in collided 
with a second vehicle on Hwy. 
3 between Fort Erie and Port 
Colbome. 

The crash occurred about 16 
kilometres from Douglas Memorial 
Hospital, but an ambulance car¬ 
rying the critically- injured teen 
had to travel twice that distance to 
Welland hospital because the Fort 
Erie hospital had recently closed its 
emergency department. 

Anzovino succumbed to her 
injuries shortly before arriving in 
Welland. 

The inquest is expected to exam¬ 
ine whether or not the closure of 
emergency rooms at Douglas 
Memorial and Port Colbome hos¬ 
pitals played a role in her death. 

The ERs were downgraded to 
urgent care centres as part of a 
Niagara Health System restructur¬ 
ing plan. 

Anzovino’s death sparked outrage 
in the Fort Erie community and 
became a prominent issue during 
the recent provincial election. 

Ontario NDP Leader Andrea 
Horwath referenced the case during 


the televised leaders’ debate. 

She visited Fort Erie in 
September to support NDP candi¬ 
date Wayne Redekop. With mem¬ 
bers of the Anzovino family in 
attendance, she vowed to reopen 
Douglas Memorial’s ER if elected 
premier. 

Redekop, a lawyer and former 
mayor, is representing the Anzovino 
family at the inquest. 

“My clients are looking forward 
to the recommendations of the jury 
once all of the evidence has been 
submitted," he said this week. 

Niagara Falls MPP Kim Craitor 
first proposed the inquest. He 
wrote to Ontario's chief coroner, 
Dr. Andrew McCallum, to look into 
whether the conversion of the ERs 
played a role in the tragedy. 

Craitor has been a vocal critic of 
changes to hospital services in the 
region that were supported by his 
own government. 

Ontario Progressive Conservative 
Leader Tim Hudak, who was born 
at Douglas Memorial, and former 
Welland NDP MPP Peter Kormos 
also joined the call for an inquest.

Port won’t give up 
fight until ER reopens

PORT COLBORNE - After meeting 
with Dr. Kevin Smith last week, Port 
Colborne Mayor Vance Badawey felt a 
sense of optimism. 

But that optimism, he added, is based 
on years of work by many people who 
developed a blueprint for hospital care 
in Port Colborne, and small communi¬ 
ties across the province. 

Regarding his conversation with 
Niagara Health System’s provincially 
appointed supervisor, Badawey said he’ll 
wait until he reads Smith’s final report 
on the NHS before deciding whether or 
not to call the meeting a success. 

'Tve had many meetings in the last 
decade with many people, Dr. Smith 
included, the health minister and many 
others. How far have we gone?” 

Ultimately, he said the success of the 
meeting will depend on whether or not 
Port Colborne hospital’s emergency 
department reopens. 

“Our emergency room continues to be 
our No. 1 priority, and the reopening of 
that emergency room,” he said. 


“Quite frankly, right now there exists 
a very frustrated and angry community 
here in the city of Port Colborne.” 

Although the city has managed to 
enhance the quality of community- 
based health care, such as recruiting 
enough family physicians to meet the 
city's needs, Badawey said there is still 
much room for improvement within the 
hospital. 

And the city will continue to fight for 
the services it needs “until we get that 
ERback.” 

"I made that very clear to Dr. Smith," 
he added. 

Badawey said his conversation with 
Smith went beyond the borders of Port 
Colborne. 

He said they discussed the Clinical 
Service Plan, developed by a “very 
dynamic team" of professionals includ¬ 
ing hospital administrators, Ministry of 
Health representatives, physicians from 
across Niagara and the province, as well 
as political representatives. 

That document, he added, can act as 
a blueprint for enhancing hospital ser¬ 
vices in Port Colborne as well as similar 
communities across the province.

INCENTIVE ALL IT TOOK 

PORT COLBORNE- Port 
Colborne’s incentive programs 
are doing their job, says the 
city's director of planning and 
development. 

Dan Aquilina updated city 
council last week on the 
status of the city’s community 
improvement plan incentives 


from the 2010-11 fiscal year. 

Staff received 20 
applications for incentive 
programs under the Main 
St. and Downtown Central 
Business District CIPs.Thus 
far, $48,942 has been paid 
out to some applicants and 
committed to others for work 
not yet completed. 


Combined with regional 
funding for a number of the 
applications, the city has 
approved more than $80,000 
in CIP incentive funding during 
the 2010-11 year. 

A polling of other 
municipalities within Niagara 
that offer incentive programs 
indicated it is a “good year" 


when five to seven applications 
are received, said Aquilina, 
making Port Colborne's results 
well above average. 

“The plans are working. The 
word is out there." 

“The well is dry,” Aquilina 
said of the $50,000 originally 
budgeted by council for 2011. 

The city has several 


applications on hold subject 
to funding from the 2012 
budget. Those applications 
are expected to eat up the 
remaining dollars - just more 
than $1,000-left in the 2011 
pot, Aquilina said. 

He reminded council that 
moving forward in 2012, the 
city will have five CIPs through 


which incentives can be offered, 
including Main St., Downtown 
CBD, Brownfield, East Village 
(Waterfront) and Industrial. 

With three active CIPs and 
two more on the way, staff will 
be requesting $100,000 from 
council in the 2012 budget 
to cover the cost of funding 
incentive programs.
